SPINNING ASBESTOS, 


‘Oe Thread a Hundred Yards In! 


| Length May Weigh But an Ounce. | 
Asbestos was first mined in Ttaty, , 
| and prior to 1880 it was the only 
country that produced it at a com- 
mercial profit. The Italian asbestos 
is very silky in appearance and gray | 
to brown in color. Often the fibers 
are several feet in length. 

{ Asbestos upon leaving the gobbing 
sheds is sent to the spinning mills | 
in bags holding about 1 pounds. 
Upon its arrival it is first forecarded | 
| by a machine similar to the saw tooth | 
gin used in cotton mills. This separ: | 
lates the tangled filers, after which 
a final carding takes place on a 
regular carding machine. When the 
ashestos leaves the carding machine | 
it is comhed smoothly and the fibers 
laid parallel in a uniform mass. This 
mass is treated in a rota spinning 
machine. 

This first spins it into a conrse yarn 
and then draws and spins this yarn 
until it becomes fine and quite strong 
Where a hard, strong thread is re- 
quired for certain fabrics the asbestoe 
varn is put into » doubling and twist- 
ing machine, where two or more of 
the yarn thread are combined. Of 
course if the ashestos is to be impre. 
nated with rubber a smooth, hard 
finished thread is not desirable. 

The spinning of asbestos for a long 
time seemed of great difficulty, owing 
} to the manner in which the threuds 

persisted in slipping past exch other

The minister of Irvine, as one of the 
few survivors of that memorable occa- 
sion, makes effective denial, and 
leaves little doubt as to who is the 
better literary craftsman of the two 
men, ‘Mr, Austin was entertained 
by the late Provost Breckenridge, not 
to ‘supper or early dinner’—what a 
strange inversion! — but to dinner 
somewhat after eight o’clock.. I do 
not know what Mr. Austin drank. 1 
was not so rude as to note, but I take 
his word. Will he take mine? It is 
not, and in my experience it never 
has been, the habit of the ‘local au- 
thorities’ to ‘toss off glass after glass 
of whisky.’ It certainly was not the 
case that night. Further, those hardy 
drinkers—according to Mr. Austin— 
would not have the hardihood to drink 
whisky ‘neat.’ There is one part of 
his story true—they were ‘just as sob- 
er as before we sat down.’ So they 
were, for an obvious reason: they 
happened to be well-bred men. Mr. 
Austin is, perhaps, as ignorant of 
Northern ways as he supposes us to 
be of Southern. Was he surprised that 
we were not all dressed in kilts? We 
have had evidently ‘a chiel’ amang us 
makin’ — not takin’ — notes, and now 
that he has printed them, they must, 
if they are all like this sample, be a 
monument of poetic inventive gen- 
ius.”

are personally raised to the peerage. 
There is nothing to hinder a King's 
son, not being a peer, from voting at 
an election, or from being elected to 
the House of Commons; and if he 
committed a crime he would be tried, 
not by the House of Peers or the 
Court of the High Lord Steward, but 
by a common jury. 

Mere precedence and titles have 
nothing to do with the matter, though 
probably a good deal of confusion 
arises from the modern fashion of call- 
ing all the children of 
“Princes” or ‘Princesses.”

NOTED BEAU OF BATH 


RICHARD NASH WAS THE FASH.- 
1ON CZAR OF HI8 DAY. 


Remarkaule Social Lion Who Was 
Famous for His Exquisite Dress, 
His Manners and His Succe 
With the Ladies, Made a Great 
Resort of ‘4e Town of Bath—Made 
the Duel a Ridiculous Thing. 


Of famous beaux Richard Nash is 
usually recognized aa the first. He 
was one of the celebrated characters 
of England in tre latter part of the 
seventeenth’ and during the first half 
of the eighteenth century. He won 
the title of ‘beau’ for inimitable 
dress, his polished manners, and his 
social successes. He was born st 
Swansea in 1673, of good old Welsh 

arentage. After leaving Jesus Col- 
lege, Oxford, he purchased for hitn- 
self a pair of colors in the army, 
which he soon quitted to study law. 
While at the Temple he began hia 
tocial life. Without any visible 
means of supporting his guy life, his 
companions suspected him of being «4 
social highwayman. In a very short 
time he was regurded as an authority 
on dress, manners, and general sty.e 
in fashion. 

Becoming disgusted with the sus- 
picions he had aroused, he left Lon- 
don and settled in Buth, then one of 
the. poorest and meanest cities in 
England. When William I]. came 
to the throne the members of the 
Inns of Court gave an elaborate 
Paresh e, and Nash was chosen to 

ave full charge of ull the details. 
The King was so delighted with the 
affair that he offered to raise Nash to 
the knighthood. 

In 1704 he was appointed “master 
of ceremonies” at Bath, where man 
people flocked in the summer to drin 
the wgters. His laws of dress and 
ceremony were so strictly enforced 
that he was styled “King of Bath.” 
Under his rule n> rank would protect 
the offender, nor dignity of station 
condone a breach of the law, 

Among the luws he made for the 
balls and assemblies were that gen- 
tlemen should not wear swords #3 
part of their regular dress. He made 
the duel so ridiculous that-men re- 
fused to fight. It also became neces- 
sary for men to wear shoes and long 
stockings, instead of boots, at the 
Bat}Passemblies. 

Nash desired the Duchess of 
Queensbury, who appeared at a dres: 
ball in an apron of point lace, said 
to be worth 600 guineas, to take it 
off, which she did, at the same time 
desiring his acceptance of it. When 
the Princess Amelia requested to 
have one dance more after eleven 
o'clock, Nash replied that the lawsa 
of Bath, like those of Lycurgus, were 
unalterable. 

A fine new building for concerts, 
bazaars, and balls was erected at 
Bath through Nash’s influence. He 
insisted that the streets should he 
kept in good condition, that public 
buildings should be put in repair, 
and that there should be a regular 
tariff for letting rooms and to govern 
the prices at inns. 

When Beau Nash drove out it was 
in a chariot drawn by six gray 
horses and with lackeys, while French 
horns called attention to his ap- 


and his costumes were richly em- 
broidered. When gambling, at which 
Nash made considerable money, was 
prohibited, the English Government 
pensioned him. ; 

For fifty years he ruled in Bath— 
a man of atrong mind, of wit, and of 
good taste, generous to the poor, and 
notable for all he had accomp)ished 
to make the city a fashionable re- 
sort. He had many rich snuff boxes 
and choice trinkets. These he sold 
among his friends, and they are often 
found in rare collections. In_ the 
mayor's room of the Guild Hall at 
Bath there is a portrait of Beau 
Nash. 

The Corporation of Bath so highly 
respected the Beau that the chamber 
voted a marble statue of him, which 
was erected in the pump room, be- 
tween the busts of Newton and Pope. 
This gave rise to a stinging epigram 
by Lord Chesterfield, another of the 
famous English beaux, concluding 
with these lines: 
The statue placed 

tween 

Gives satire all its strength; 
Wisdom and wit ure little acen, 

But folly at full length. 

Except a few months onnually 
passed in superiatending the amuse. 
ments at Tunbridge, Nash lived at 
Bath until his health was worn out; 
aud after one of Nature's serious! 
warnings he expired at his house in 
8t. John's Place on the Srd of Feb. 
ruary, 1761, aged 88 years. Ho was 
buried in the abbey churchyard. Hie 
funeral was a public one, at the ex- 
pense of the town, and his monu- 
ment may be seen in the abbey 
church. On the funeral day the 
entire populace for many miles wit- 
neased the services for the venerable 
founder of the prosperity «! the city 
of Bath. 

An Aged Clergyman.

day of one of the oldest clergymen, 
in England, Rev. William Tower! 
Kingsley, who was ordained in 1842,! 
‘and was for some years fellow and! 
tutor of sidney Sussex College, Cam. | 
bridge. Since 1859 he has been rector 
of South Kilvington, near Thirsk, In! 
his youth he was a fine athlete and a! 
fisherman who made his own rods 
and built his own boats. He is a 
practical wood carver and a horticul- 
turist,

SIR THOMAS TAIT. 


The Man Who May Sucreed Whyte 
In the West. 


Sir Thomas Tait, who is spoken of 
as the probable successor of Sir Wil. 
liam Whyte as vice-president ond 
western administrator of the O.P.R, 
is a big Canadian railroad man, about 
whom little is known by Ontario 
people at large. Aimost every other 
prominent railroader in tw Domin- 
ion is the son of r and unknown 

arents, but Sir Thomas had for his 
ather a prominent Quebec. judge— 
Chief Justice Sir elbourny Tait, 
who for years was a low purtner in 
Montreal of the late Sir John Abbott. 
He also received the benefit of a 
sound education. Sti!l he started at 
the bottom of the ladder. He wasn't 
a water boy or an engine wiper, but 
he begun work for the C.P.R. as a lad 
in the audit department of the road 
at Montreal, at three or four dolluce 
a week, That he became one of the 
big men in the railroad business is 
something entirely to his credit. for 
railroading in this country {fs a line 
of work in which only ability counts 
in the securing of fat jobs. 

Thomas Tuit wae born in 1864, in a 
little place called Melbourne, in the 
Province of Quebec; and, oddly 
enough, he won his chief distinction 
in after years in the larger Melbourne 
around on the other side of the world. 
When Sir William Van Horne ar- 
rived in Montreal te become gencrul 
manuger of the C.P.R., he asked the 
company's chief legal adviser, Sir 
John Abbott; to find him @ suitable 
young man as private secretary. Sir 
John recommended his partner's son, 
young Tait. So the latter left his 
small job in the audit department 
and became the big chief's confiden- 
tial man, 'e mede gond and stayed 
on the job until 1887, Wy which time 
the C.P.R. was doing hhusiness as 4 
transcontinental line. Then he was 
appointed assistant superintendent at 
Moose Jaw, in which position he had 
to. have an eye over nearly the whole 
prairie section of the road. Two 
years later he was removed to Toron- 
to as superintendent of the Ontario 
and Quebec division. In 1893 he be. 
came associate general manager of 
the C.P.R. In 1900 his position was 
that of manager of transportation. 

In 1903 Tait was offered the impor- 
tant post of chairmun of the Victoria 
Railway Commission, a Government- 
owned system in Australia. He ac- 
cepted the offer, and his managem ont 
was highly successful. During hie 
last year of control the Victorian 
railway lines showed a surplus of 
$1,000,000, instead of the large deficit 
which used to pile up every year be- 
fore his coming. He became dissatis- 
fied, so it was said, with the careless. 
ness of some of the road's minor of- 
ficials, which resulted in some bad 
accidents, ar.d he reso!ved to give up 
his control of the Government-owned 
foad. He resigned in November. 
1910, and it was announced then thit 
he ‘had retired from railroad work. 
Still, as he is only forty-seven, in- 
activity would seem impossible for 
him. He is twenty years younger 
than Sir William Whyte. 

Personally, Sir Thomas Tait is 8 
handsome man—handsome and dis- 
tinguished-locking. Indeed, with his 
white hair and judicial expression he 
would have “looked the part’ exact- 
ly if he had followed his father's 
footsteps and gone.on the judge's 
bench. While stationed in Toronto. 
in 1800, he married a daughter of 
Mr. G. R. R. Cockburn, a prominent 
Toronto citizen. Sir Thomas was 
knighted last New Year's in recogni- 
tion of his notable services as head 
of the Victorian Ruilway Commission.

A Canadian Ostrich Farm. 


Mr. Otto Brecker, a German, who 
has had practical experience as an 
ostrich farmer in South Africa, has 
purchased from the Canadian Pacific 
Railway a. large block of land near 
Wardner, in the East Kootenay dia- 
trict of British Columbia, and intends 
to establish there the first Canudian 
ostrich farm, After careful investi- 
gation, he says, that the natural con- 
ditions of the district are admirably 
suited to ostrich farming. The native 
home of the ostrich is in Southern 
Asia and Africa. In South Africa the 
raising of ostriches for their feathers 
is an +extensive business. A _ few 
years ago it was estimated that there 
were nearly four hundred thousand 
ostriches on the ranches of South 
Africa. It must not be supposed that 
becuuse an ostrich farm ig to be 
estab!ished in Canada that Canadian 
farmers in general might grow rich 
by adding a few ostriches to their live 
stock. The ostrich thrives only 
under peculiar climatic conditions. 
The Wardner district of British Col- 
umbia may have the necessary natur- 
al conditions, but it is not probable 
that many sections of Canada have. 
Now that British Columbia is start- 
ing as a rival of South Africa in 
ostrich farming, the next move should 
be to discover a great diamond field, 
Real diamonds of small size were 
found in British Columbia rocks not 
long ugo, and pronounced of high 
uality by experts of Tiffany, but no 
discovery of practical value has yet 
been Pideooapadian Century.

MUST SAVE FORESTS, 


ees 
Porcupine Fire Is a Warning to. All 
Canadians. 


In Porcupine the terrible loss of 
life in the great fire cwarfs all other 
considefations. On account of this 
loss, rather than because of the value 
of the property destroyed, it is time:y 
to point out the*absolute néeessity of 
Greater expenditure upon forest pro- 
tection. The methods that will pro- 
tect the forest from fire will save the 
lives of the people dwelling near the 
forest. The Porcupine tulamity will 
do much to create a public opinion 
that will support the Government in 
any expenditures that it may deem 
necessary tor the protection of the 
forests in the north. It is a mistake 
to hold the great heat responsible for 
the holocaust at Porcupine. Unless 
the kindling is ready the match will 
not light the fire, and_ the terrible 
heat can only be considered as the 
match to the kindling already pre- 
pared by the carelessness of pros- 
pectors and others, for it is the dry 
debris lying on the ground and not 
the standing trees that provides the 
great fuel for the bush fires. 

In a report on the subject issued 
by the Department of Agriculture at 
Washington five necessary measures 
for the protection of the forest are 
given, says The Mail and Empire, as 
follows: 

The disposal of slash from logging 
operations. 

The development of roads, 
and fire lines . 

The cstablishment of lookout sta- 
tions and telephone lines, 

The organizution of a protective 
ave telsory und fire-fighting force. 

he control of insects which kill 
trees and cause an accumulation of 
dead, inflammeble timber. 

No one of these measures alone 
will protect a forest, nor can one of 
them be safely omitted. With all 
these . measures in operation and 
carried out by an + dequate force, 
such fires as that-of the Porcupine 
would be impossible. To put into 
effect such a scheme a great expendi- 
ture of money would be necessary, 
but no district in the world is better 
able to afford it than Ontario’s min- 
ing district. Thera has been more 
than enough silver taken out of 
Cobalt to give forest protection from 
North Bay to James Bay. 

Apart from the necessity of pro- 
tection to human life, the forests of 
the north are well worth preserving 
for their own sukes. Until a few 
years ago it was popularly supposed 
that our timber was almost as in- 
exhaustible as our supply of fresh 
water, and even yet the official esti- 
mates of the remaining timber con- 
vey this preston to anyone who 
is not a lumberman. We have stand- 
ing in Canada something less than 
2,000 billion feet of timber, including 
the very low.grades. It seems a lot, 
but it is not much more than half 


trails 


the estimated amount at one time. | 


What we have cut anc used amounts 
to little compared with what has been 
lost by fire. In our greatest lumber- 
ing region, the Ottawa valley, it has 
been calculated that for every foot 
that has been cut by lumbermen 
twenty feet has been destroyed by 
fire. A recent bull tin from the for- 
estry branch of the Department of 
the Interior says that the loss to the 
public treasury due to forest fires iz 
not less than $1,042,500,000. 

The same report declares that the 
forest fires that are occurring are not 
80 much the result of the absence of 
laws as the lack of enforcement :f 
existing laws. To be properly en- 
forced, these laws must have back of 
them the support of the people, for 
without it Legislatures will not vote 
the gonerous sums 
carrying on the work. It also points 
out that reforestration has its limits, 
and that it cannot undo the work of 
a disastrous fire. Not only are the 
standing trees destroyed, but often 
the soil is rendered permanently un- 
fit for growing another forest . This 
is because the humus in the ground 
is consumed. In cases where the soil 
is not spoiled for producing a second 
rowth it is generally found that the 
lorest succeeding a burned pine or 
spruce district is made up of infer- 
ior varieties of trees, on account of 
the fact that aspen, poplar, birch and 
jack pine produce more seeds than 


white pine and spruce and scatter 
them over a wider area. 

The effect of forests upon rainfall 
and climate generally is pretty well 
understood. It has been discussed 


previously and/need not be pointed, 


out again, The fact to bear in mind 
is that wisdom twenty years from 
now will not correct any neglect of 
the forests to-day; and that there is 
considerable neglect is indicated by 
the following passage from the report 
of the Department of the Interior: 
“Of all the civilized nations in the 
northern hemisphere, Canada is do- 
ing the least to treat the public lands 
as a permanent asset.” When it 
comes to be a question of the lives 
of citizens, as in Porcupine, Canada 
is not likely to remain indifferent.— 
Montrea! Standard.

the aadualey is attributed largely to 
the long standing dispute over juris- 
diction between the Dominion and 
provincial outhorities.

| FORMER CLASSMATE TELLS OF 
BRITISH PREMIER AS A BOY. 


He Was Even: Then Remarkable For 
Capacity For V. .rk and Carried Off 
Every Prize For Which He Was 
Eligible—Used to Walk to Save Bus 
Fares—Was Particularly Good In 
Debating Society. 


His political friends and foes ‘alike 
@re agreed that few men have achiev- 
ed fame ang honor in a more brilliant 
fashion that Mr. Asquith. All he has 
attained has been accomplished “off 
his own bat.” As a youth he won a 
scholarship at the City of London 
School, and he has kept and educated 
himself ever since. The Premier en- 
tered the City of London School in 
1864, when he was twelve years of age, 
ard, as will be seen from the follow- 
ing reminiscences of Mr, Thomas 
Thwaites, of Barnet, who was at 
school with the Prime Minister, the 


of his extraordinary capabilities. 

“Within six months of his entry 
into the school,” said Mr. Thwaites 
| to the reporter, “young Asquith had 
6ecured the Divinity prize and also 
the Latin prize. The following year 
he got the prize for general proficien- 
cy, and ip 1866 the Classical Progress 
prize; the next yeur the first Classical 
reas fell him, as well as Sir Wil- 

jam Titus*s scholarship. Then in 
1869 and 1870 he was captain of the 
school, declaiming the fame of John 
Carpenter, the founder, in Greek, and 
gaining such prizes as the Latin Verse 
prize, English History prize, gold 
medal! for general proficiency, and the 
Mowlem prize for English. 

“Tt is surprising,’ continued Mr. 
Thwaites, laughingly, “that during the 
time Mr, Asquith was at school, if any 
boy thought of going in for some spe- 
cial prize he usually retired from the 
contest when he heard that young As- 
quith was also competing. 

“Still, in spite of his brilliancy, we 
little dreamt that we were chumming 
with the future Prime Minister of Eng- 
}land. It was not easy to imagine, 
in spite of young Asquith’s brilliance 
{in the school-room, that the boy who 
lived at Highbury and walked from 
there to the City, via Goswell Road, 
in order to save the bus fares which 
| were so expensive in those days, would 
one day sit at the head of the British 
Cabinet. 

“And Mr. Asquith himself has con- 
fessed that such an ambition never 
entered his mind; for he stated at a 
dinner given to him by the John Car- 

enter Club—that association of old 
oys of the City of London school 
who seek to keep alive the memory 
|of the founder—on the occasion of 
his being made Home Secretary, that 
occasionally on his way from school 
| he would look with a ‘sense of awe- 
struck solemnity at the House of Par- 
liament and the members entering, 
little thinking of the part he himself 
would play there in the future.’ 

“T cannot say that young Asquith 
was popular. He was net good at 
games. He didn’t like them. He 
seemed to stand aloof, and acquired 
the reputation of being what we term 
‘stand-offish.’ Not because he was nat- 
urally unsociable, but simply because 
it was work, and work alone, which 
| appealed to him. Boyish play was not 
part of his program, and apparently 

e refused to force himself to be as 
other boys. 

“IT can picture him now—a small, 
} rather square-headed lad, with a pro- 
{nounced North country accent and 
‘very taciturn manners, but who-e 
speech, when he did let himself go, 
very much to the point. There was one 
| eubject upon which he was decided, 
}and that wus the great superiority of 
| practically everything in the north of 
| England to anything 


in the south. 
| And as the majority of the boys of 
; ths school were from the south, this 
topic naturally led to very heated ar- 
guments. But young Asquith showed 
remarkable tenacity in sticking to hit 
guns, and I have since heard that 
when, as a sixth-form boy, he became 
a member of the debating society os 
an advanced Liberal, he was even 
then strongly opposed to Wornen's 
| Suffrage. 

“Apropos of the doings of this de- 
bating society, I might ntion that 
Dr. Abbott, the head master, has re- 
} lated that, as president of the society, 
he often attended the debates; but as 
his duties were practically nominal, 
and as time with him was very pre- 
| cious, it was his custom to take 4 
| batch of exercises from the school- 
room and correct these while preaid- 
ing over the debates. But when Mr. 
Asquith entered the society he: be- 
came so interested in the eloquence 
of the future Prime Minister that he 
found it difficult to concentrate hia 
mind on the exercises, and, finally, 
whenever young Asquith held the 
floor, Dr. Abbott was obliged to re- 
sign himself to willing attention. 

‘I have no doubt that Mr, Asquith 
will remember the two French mas- 
ters, MM. Stievenard and Leriche, the 
first-named gentleman being some- 
times spoken of as Mounseer Stiff- 
and-Hard, a cruel misnomer, as he 
| was anything but that; only, I take 
: it, we couldn’t resist the obvious play 
! upon his name, 
| “1 wonder, by the way, if Mr. Aa- 
ayith has kept possession of his De- 
lille’s French Grammar? I still have 
mine, and occasionally enjoy looking 
at it, although it reminds me of some 
very painful half-hours. 

“One of my recollections goes back 
fo a day when one bold and adven- 
furous youth proposed that some three 
or four of us—and I am almost cer- 
tain that young Asquith was one ot 
the party—should make an excursion 
into the neighborhood of Hoxton in 
order to see the house where lived 
the late Jen: Mace. We suw tho 
house, and then decided we would go 
as far as Camden Town to look upon 
that stalwart champion of England, 
the fumous Tom Sayers. But we never 
saw Tom, although we looked at a 
house where he was supposed to live.”

Calgary.—‘Next year we will have 
a good train service from Edmonton 
west to the Yellowhead, right into the 
heart of Jasper Park, and will be able 
to take thousands of tourists there, to 
enjoy the glories of a summer resort 
that is without an equal,” said E. J. 


Chamberlain, second vice-president 
and general manager of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway company, who 
was with President Hays and party 
on the special train that passed 
through this city recently. 

According to Mr. Chamberlain the 
summer climate of the Yellowhead 
country is ideal, while the scenery is 
marvellous. There are several hot 
springs in the park and also cold 
mineral springs, the waters of which 
upon analysis have been found to con- 
tain all the properties necessary for 
curative purposes. 


The hot springs of Jasper Park are| 


very large, and the water exceedingly 
hot. Howard Douglass, commissioner 
of national parks for the Dominion 
Government, who has visited the park 
many times, and who is superintend- 
ing the installation of various «con- 
veniences for the tourists, who are ex- 
pected to flock there as soon as rail- 
way connection is established, has re- 
ported to the G. T. P. officials that 
the hot springs there are giving out 
a volume of water three times as great 
as those at Banff. The government is 
preparing to pipe the water from the 
best of these springs down to the G. 
T. P. line, where baths, ete., will be 
established. 

Nothwithstanding that there was no 
direct railway connection with the 
park this summer, hundreds of tour- 
ists went in by stage and pack train, 
and all were delighted with the out- 
ing. 

The park abounds in big game, 
such as grizzly bear, deer, goats, and 
other Rocky Mountain animals, ac- 
cording to Mr. Chamberlain, who 
stated that their grading and con- 
struction gangs had been compelled to 
kill many grizzlies that molested their 
camps. 

Mr. Chamberlain stated that it ap- 
peared quite probable that the trans- 
continental line would be completed 
through to the Pacific coast in the 
year 1913. Shortage of laborers was 
militating against progress consider- 
ably, he said. Great difficulty was be- 
ing experienced in getting men who 
would remain at the camps west of 
Edmonton and through the moun- 
tains. 


ACTIVE WAR PREPARATIONS 


French Government Reach Agreement 
Which Will Be Presented 
to Germany 

Paris.—The sessions of the council 
lasted for two and one-half hours. 
The cabinet adjourned to meet on 
August 31 at Rambouillet under the 
presidency of President Fallieres. 

Although the situation cannot be re- 
garded as suggesting an ultimatum, 
yet an important step has been taken 
toward a rupture or an accord, de- 
pending upon how the German govy- 
ernment receives the proposal. 

The instructions endeavored to 
phrase the French conception of Ger- 
many’s position in Morocco and au- 
thorize Ambassador Cambon to offer 
specific parts of French Congo in ex- 
change for the absolute recognition by 
Germany of French rights in Mor- 
occo, 

Both France and Germany are car- 
trying on war preparations and each 
power appears willing that the other 
should know it. 


Immigration Is On the Increase 

Ottawa.—During the month of July 
29,621 immigrants arrived in 
ada, 18,600 «at ocean ports and 
11,012 from the United States. As com- 
pared with July of last year the in- 
crease is 17 per cent. 

For July last year the figures are 
16,019 at ocean ports and 9,199 Ameri- 
cans, For four months of the current 
fiscal year, arrivals at ocean rts 
numbered 127,925 and from the Unit- 
ed States 54,814, making a total im- 
migration from April to July inclusive 
of 182,739,

WILL BUILD SMELTER 


ZINC SMELTER TO BE LOCATED 
IN THE GAS BELT- 


Medicine Hat or Dunmore Will Get 
Big Smelting Plant to Treat Zinc 
Ores From Mines in. Slocan Dis- 
trict—Great Activity in Zinc: Min- 
ing in British Columbia, and Work 
is Resumed on a Large Scale, 


Vancouver, B. C.—Plans are far ad- 
vanced for the building of a smelter 
for the treatment of zine ores of 
Slocan district by the natural gas 
process, recently discovered and 
which has already revolutionized the 
zine industry in Missouri. 


The plant will be located at some 
point in the natural gas belt along 
the line of the ©, P. R., either at 
Medicine Hat or at Dunmore June- 
tion, a few miles distant. 

Colonel G. Weaver Loper, of Spo- 
kane, one of the principal sharehold- 
ers in the company owning the Lucky 
Jim, the well-known Slocan zine pro- 
position, is now in Winnipeg confer- 
ring with Sir William yte, vice- 
president of the C. P. R., in regard to 
the zine smelter site as well as freight 
rates on ore shipments. 

Hitherto owners of Canadian zine 
properties have been compelled to re- 
strict their output owing to almost 
prohibitive duty on zine ores shipped 
to the United States and the high 
treatment costs, Most of these ship- 
‘ments were sent to Joplin, Missouri, 
as the experiment of shipping zinc 
concentrates to Swansea, Wales, and 
to Antwerp, Belgium, only proved a 
partial success, for railway rates and 
ocean freight rates reduced profits to 
the minimum, 

In view of the possibilities of the 
industry, development work on the 
Lucky Jim and other Slocan zinc 
mines has been resumed on a scale 
unequalled for many years. ’Tis said 
the new process will render amenable 
for treatment thousands of tons of low 
grade ores on the dumps of the Slocan 
camps and which hitherto were con- 
sidered useless, 


PARTITION OF FINLAND STARTS 


Russia is Cutting Two Parishes Off 
Viborg of Strategic Im- 
portance 

St. Petersburg.—The Emperor has 
approved for submission to the Duma, 
a bill cutting off Kivenebe and 
kirka persis from Viborg province 
and adding them to the province of 
St. Petersburg. This measure is re- 
garded as the first step in the par- 
tition of Finland. These two parishes 
cover an area of nearly 1,000 square 
‘miles and containing a population of 
30,000, The area is important stra- 
getically as it skirts the const line for 
a distance of about twenty-six miles 
to the north of the present boundary 
of St. Petersburg province. 

Many years ago the question of cut- 
ting off these parishes was raised in 
Russia. The Finnish senate agreed 
so far as Kivenebe was concerned but 
the present attitude of Finland is one 
jof uncompromising opposition. The 
, bill originates with the minister of in- 
terior, and was made possible under 
the law of Jtine 30, 1910, extending 
the Duma’s power of legislation over 
Finland.

MOUNTAIN LUMBERMEN HAVE 
ENTERED A COMPLAINT 


The Railway Commission at Vancou- 
ver Will Hear Cases of Abolish- 
ment of Tare Allowances—Railways| 


Have Been in Effect for Year 
Past in British Columbia, 


lumber users throughout western 
Canada, but in which the lumber 
manufacturers are particularly inter- 
ested, will be presentéd before the 
tailway commissioners when they sit 
at Vancouver, Aug. 30, by W. A. 
Anstie, of Oalgary, representing the 
Mountain ‘Lumber Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation. These matters have to do 
with the proposed action of the C. P. 
R. in abolishing certain allowances 
for tare weights, and with the publi- 
vation of through rates on lumber to 
stations on the G. T. P. railway, 
which the lumbermen have not as yet 
obtained. 

The first complaint has reference to 
the pro; d action of the C. P. R. in 
abolishing allowance which has been 
in effect for years past in British Co- 
lumbia, and which shippers claim are 
necessary to cover the average vari- 
ance from tare weights due to absorp-| 
tion of moisture by reason of snow, 
ice, and rain, as well as accumulation 
of filth in cars. The shippers also 
claim that the fact that their conten- 
tion is a fair one is borne out by the} 
action of the railways in making an 
allowance for so many years. 

In conection with the complaint, 
Anstie states that the whole matter 
ha? been rather long drawn out, being 
handled first by the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ association in the east, but 
te hurry the matter to a settlement 
the Mountain Lumbermens’ associa- 
tion will now make representation on! 
their own behalf. 

The board of railway commissioners 
has already granted an order compel- 
ling a continuance of the allowance} 
until such time as required for the} 
lumbermen to submit evidence in sup- 
port of their action.
